When Mexico’s betrayal Into a pro-German posi­ 
tion in World war I is compared with its firm policy 
today, the fruits of good diplomacy are plain. 
Mexico in 1J42 cannot be betrayed by weak and 
desperate political leadership into action inimical to 
its own interests 
Thanks to its own development In 
politic*, economics and sociology -and thanks to what- 
evet assistance it has received from the United States 
—it is now a relatively stable nation enjoying closely 
contd inn ted political leadership in behalf of all Its 
people. 
Their welfare is tied closely to that of the 
anti-Axis bloc. 
Whatever whispers of Axis intrigues 
and plotting may have been heard, Mexico has taken 
its stand where it belongs—against the encroachment j 
ol European and Asiatic influences on Nortli America 
The United States, which has done perhaps more than 
any other nation to promote good neighborliness, has 
abundant reason now to be thankful for the good 
neighborliness of Mexico. 
Germany, apparently, saw 
no reason even to try to experiment with its dlvide- 
and-conquer formula this time; it deliberately pro­ 
voked Mexico Into a declaration of war. 
The moral should not be neglected.

(tty a a jul Int nu Piece) 
Japans Prem ier Gen. Hideki Tojo 
sounded a new threat to Australia

Evidently a “fishing expedition”

Japanese support for the Axis 
"Japan will do her utm ost to con ­

No Russian Threat 
But, as if to dispel the idea th at
